Sudden Death of Maj.-Gen. Crook 
This Morning, 


The Soldier Stricken Down While 
Exercising With Weights. 


Mrs. Crook and Her Sister Present—Heart 
Failure Believed to Be the Cause—The 
War Department Shocked at the News— 
Secretary Procter’s Message of Coen: 
dolence—Probable Funeral Arrange- 
mentse—Gen. Sherman’s Tribute—Carecer 
of the Dead General—The Best Indian 
Fighter in the United States Army. 


CurcaGco, III., March 21.—Maj.-Gen. George 
Crook, United States Army, in command of the 
Division of the Missouri, died at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel at 7:18 0’clock this morning of 
heart disease. There had not been the 
slightest warning that Gen. Crook was not 
Perfectly well. He was at army headquarters 
all day yesterday and last night at the hotel 
appeared to be in his usual good health. He 
got up as usual this morning at 7 o’clock,

dressing suddenly said to 
his wife: 28 oan’t breathe.’’ Mrs. 
Crook helped him to a sofa and a 
doctor was at once summoned, but before he 
covid reach the room Gen. Crook was dead. 
The General has been in command of the 
Division of the Missouri for several years, 
succeeding Gen. Schofield. 

Mr. John 8. Drake, proprietor of the Grand 
Pacific Hotel, an intimate friend of Gen. 
Crook, made the following statement to an 
Associated Press reporter: ‘‘Gen. Crook rose 
shortly before 7 o’clock this morning appar- 
ently in his usual health, and, in accordance 
with his custom, began exercising with the 
weights and pulleys connected with an ap- 
paratus for the purpose which he kept in 
hisroom. After exercising for.a few minutes 
he stopped and laid down on a lounge, saying 
he felt difficulty in breathing. A few moments 
later he

Assistance was at once summoned and Dr. 
Hurlbut, who lives near by, was sent for. 
Everything that could be done was done, but 
he failed to rally and died at 7:15. Mrs. Crook 
ana her sister, Mre. Reid, were the only mem- 
bers of the family present at his bedside when 
he passed away. He had no children. I sup- 
pose his death resulted from an affection of 
the heart. For some weeks, in fact, ever 


since he returned from bis last trip to the 
Northwest, he has been complaining of a 
bearing down sd@nsation in the neighborhood 
of the heart.’’ 

Dr. V. L. Huribut, the physician who was 
summoned, said: 1 arrived at Gen. Crook’s 
bedside only four or five minutes before death 
— 1 He was suffering from irregular 
action of the heart, and his lungs or chest 
seemed to be fllled up. We did what we could 
for him in the way of hot applications with 
sinatpisms, hot bags to his feet, etc., but ne 
was in articulo mortis when I arrived,and died 
without rallying. It appeared to be a case of 
heart fallure, but I could not be positive about 
that asl had never been called to attend him 
before. There may have been some stomach 
complications.’’ 

NOT IN GOOD HEALTH. 

Maj. Randall of Gen. Crook’s staff said: 
„We have noticed for some time that Gen. 
Crook was not in his usuaihealth., He was a 
man who never complained and said very 
little abeut his eufferings. At the theater last 
night I s@w that he was not feeling at all well, 
and asked himif he was in pain. He said: 
‘No,’ butIthink that was the beginning of 
the end. The arrangements for the funeral 
have not yet been made. Gen. Schofield has 
been telegraphed to in regard to the matter 
and his wishes will be considered. The burial! 
will probably take piace at Oakland, Md., the 
home of hia wife’s people, though possibly it 
may be thought best to inter the remeins in 
Arlington National.

A Universal Favorite. 


Cincinatti, O., March 2]1.—The news of the 
death of Maj.-Gen. George Crook was received 
here with profound sorrow by his many army 
friends. His home was in Ohio, near Dayton, 


and he was appointed to command an Ohio 
regiment early inthe war. His military serv- 
ice 88 im into close relations with 
many Ohio men. among whom were ex-Presi- 
dent Hayes, Gen. J. D. Cox and many others. 
It was only last year that he united with the 
Ohlo Commandery of the Military Order of the 
Loy ion and its members expected to 
elect him thelr Senior Vice-Commander at the 
coming. election. The Commande Geng 
feels his loss from ita numbers and will doubt- 
less be represented at his funeral. His merits 
as an officer and bis modesty have made him 
a universal favorite. 


Gen. George Crook’s Career. 


George Crook was born at Dayton, O., on 
September 8, 1828. In 1848 he entered the 
United States Military Academy at West Point, 
graduating in 1852. He entered the army with 


the rank of Brovet Second Lieutenant, and re- 
ceived his commission as Second Lieutenant 
on July 7, 1853, Deing assigned tothe Fourth 
Infantry, then on duty in California. He par- 
ticipated In the Rogue River expedition of 
1866, was promoted to a First Lieutenantcy in 
that year, and in 1857 was one of the officers 
sent againstthe Pitt River Indians. In the 
course of this campaign he was severely 
wounded by ‘an arrow. At the outbreak of 
the rebellion he was ordered East, and on 
May 14, 1861, was promoted to a captaincy in 
the regular army. After being engaged fora 
few months in reerviting service and muster- 
ing in the volunteers, he was appointed 
Colonel of the Th -sixth Ohio on September 
13, 1861, end ordered to West Virginia. 
FOR GALLANT CONDUCT 

in the battle of Lewisburg, where he was 
wounded, he was brevetted major of regulars, 
and on September 7, 1862, was given a com- 
mission as Brigadier-General of volunteers 
for gallant and meritorious service in the 
field. pases the Antietam campaign Gen. 
Crook distinguished himself and was 
raised to the rank ot brevet lieutenant- 
colonel of regulars. He participated 
in the Tennessee campaign of 1863, was given 
command of the Second Cavalry Division, and 
for gallant conduct in the battle of Farming- 
ton, Tenn, received the brevet of Colonel of 
Regulars. During the Chickamauga cam- 
paign he was engaged in many actions, and. 
after the batte of Chichamauga defeated 
Wheeler’s Cavairy, and drove it across the 
river. In 1864 he returned to West Virginia, 
being assigned tothe command ofthe Kan- 
awha district, and in this field of action 
greatly disturbed the enemy by constant 
raids, receiving the brevet of Major-General 
of Volunteers iu recognition of his services. 

DURING SHERIDAN’ S CAMPAIGN 
in the Shenandoah Valley Cook commanded 
acavairy division, and served with great 
distinction, being breyeted Major-General of 
regulars, on March 13, 1865,for gallantry At 
the battle of Fisher’s Hill. 

From March 26to April 9, Gen. Cook com- 
manded the — g A of the Army of the Poto- 
mac, was engaged in the actions at Dinwid- 
die Court-house, Jettorsville, Sailors Creek. 
Farmville, the pursait of Lee’s army, 
and the final surrender at Appomatox. 
After the close of the rebellion he was as- 
signed to the command of the Wilmington 
District, which: he retained until January 15, 
1866, when he was mustered out of the volun- 
teer service. On July 28, 1866 Gen. Crook re- 
ceived his commission as Lieutenant-Colonel 
of the Twenty-third ntry, with beadquar- 
ters at Bee, 1 For several vears he 
was engaged in campaigns against the 
northern Indian tribes and in 1872, was given 
command of the District of Arizona. 

CROOK IN ARIZONA. 

In the new feld of activities opened to him 
Gen. Crook gained great fame, not only for 
activity and courage, but for originality in 
the methods of conducting Indian warfare. At 
the time he took command Arizona was ter- 
rorized by the Apaches, Who extended their 
raids into New Mexicoon the east and far in- 
to Mexicoon the south. The nature of the 
country was such as to render the operation 
of regular troops peculiarly dimoult, 
and rook after carefully examin- 
ing the situation determined to 
try the W r of fighting Indians with 
Indians. Ina remarkably skillful manner he 
availed himself ofthe bitter tribal jealousies 
prevailing between the different Apache 
bands, and organized his famous ‘‘Indian 
Police.’’ As soon as this force was organ- 
ized he” gave the chiefe to understand that 
they would have to remainon their reserva- 
tions or be wiped from the face of the earth. 
No attention was paid to this warning, and in 
the autumn ot 1872 Crook moved against the 
Tonto Apaches and allied tribes witha force 
of regulars and Indian scouts, attacked the 
hostiles in their stronghold in the 
Tonto basin, deemed by them impregnable, 
and soon brought tbemtoterms. The Indians 
soon learned to entertain great respect for 
and fear of him, and because of the rapidity 
and secrecy of bis marches, and the sudden- 
ness of his attacks, bestowed upon him the 
nickname of the Gray Fox.’ Within a 
year he reduced the bostile tribes to submis- 
sion, and purified theterritory. For his em!- 
nent success in this campaign he received the 
unusual compliment of a promotion from the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel to that of Briga- 
dier-Genera!, his commission bearing date of 
October 29, 1873. Crook remained in Arizona 
until 1875, when be was ordered to the North- 
west to ald in quelling the great Sioux and 
Cheyenne outbreak of that year. 

In 1876 he moved, under Perry’s command, 
against the Indians under Gall and Sitting 
Bull, defeating them inthe battle of Powder 
River. In March he destroyed 1235 Sioux 
lodges, and in June repulsed the hostiles at 
the battle of Tongue River. The command 
was then diyided, Crook being in charge of 
one column, Terry of a second, and Custer of 
athird. Afew days later Crook met the hos- 
tiles on the Rosebud, and after a long and 
fierce conflict suffered something very like a 
repulse. The Indians then turned upon 
Custer, and annihilated his entire command. 
Crook, after receiving reinforcements, 
defeated the Indlaus at Slim Buttes, Dak. ; 
aided in driving Sitting Bull across the British 
line, and was actively engaged in the fleld un- 
til the general purification of 1877. He was 
then assigned tothe command of the Depart- 
ment of the Platte, and here introduced his 
system of Indian police. 


THE SECOND ARIZONA CAMPAIGN. 

In 1883 troubles again broke out among the 
Apaches, and Crook was ordered to that ter- 
ryory to put the hostile Chiricahuas down. 
Es conduct in this campaign has long been 
the subject of controversy among army off 
cers. The Apaches whom Crook 
found very different from 
those left. He left them 
foot Indians, but on again taking charge of 
affairs foundthem all excellentiy mounted. 
The tribal jealousies had been healed to a 
great extent, and many officers believed that 
the system of employing Indian scouts, which 
had formerly been so successful, could no 
longer be relied upon. Orook, however, de- 
termined to trust his old allies, and took tne 
field ageinet the hostiles, who were occupy- 
ing a stronghold in the Sferra Madre Mount- 
ains, in Mexico. The result of this campaign 
has long be a matter of dispute. Crook 
reached the Apache stronghold and received 
the surrender of nearly four hundred

THE M’CALLA CASE, 


Interesting Testimony Given Before the 
Court of Inquiry. 


New Tonk, March 21.—The court which is 
copducting the MeCalla inquiry announced 
that it would report its finding as to facts but 
not its opinion, since the proceedings were 
those of a court of inguiry, not a court- 
martial, and Commander MoCalla is not on 
trial. ' 

The court then took up Capt. McCalla’s 
charge that on January 15, 1890, Ensign Kiein 
slept while on watch. Ensign Klein denied 
the accusation, and the court decided to hear 


the charge. MoCalla said that while lying in 
the Schelot, afew miles below Antwerp, he 
awakened one night and remembered that the 
sheet chains were not fast. He called his 
orderly, but recelved no response. He called 
at interval for fifteen minutes, then dressed. 
He found no one on the spar deck 
and he went to the pilot-house, where he 
found Mr. Kleln asleep in a chair with his feet 
on the other. He also found that the quarter- 
master was absent from the quarter deck and 
the orderly absent from the cabin door. He 
then called the executive officer and ordered 
the men confined. 

Euslan Klein took the stand and said that 
between one and two belis he walked the 
bridge and went into the pilot-bouse and sat 
down abaft the wheel. The sentry reported 
lights and prisoners all right. The quarter- 
master asked permission to go tothe bead 
and the request was granted. Shortly after 
this the cabin bells rane two short peals, 
then two long ones. Then witness heard 
Commander McCalla come up and attempt 
to open the door to get into the pilot-house. 
He called out, Get up, sir, and, entering, 
said: ‘‘You were — He accused the 
Quartermaster and orderly of being asleep, and 
ordered witness to put them in double irons.

Indeed the prosperity which the whole 
State has enjoyed for the past twelve months 
will surprise the most sanguine and dispel! ail 
contingent shadows tending to obscure the 
Piane of greatness which Arkaneas is destined 
to occupy at no distant day. 

Already have our boundless forests and rich 
farming lands attracted attention from the 
Atiantic States to the Northern coasts and the 
tide of immigration pouring in upon us for 
months past has shown that these people were 
not unsuccessfulin their search for desirable 
homes ina healthful climate.

City Counselor Bell gave an opinion this 
morning on a parilamentary question, which 
virtually settles the fate of the ordinance au- 
thorizing the Merchants’ Bridge & Termulal 
Railway Co. to construct aswitch connecting 
its tracks at Angelica street with the Water 


Works grounds. This bill was introduced 
n the Council last January by 
Mr. Comfort and at the meeting 


on the 7th inst. was filed together with a 
number of other bills. No effort was made at 
the following meeting to reconsider this ac- 
tion and the opponents of the measu® took 
it for granted that the bill was killed, at least 
forthe session. Atthelast Council meeting 
Mr. Comfort moved that the bill de taken 
from the file and referred back to the 
Railroad Committee. Mr. Vogel held that 
the time for reconsidering had passed and 
that it was too late to consider the bill. Mr. 
Nelson took the same view of the matter as 
Mr. Comfort and quite a discussion ensued on 
this point. President Walbridge closed the 
debate witha ruling that the bill could be 
taken up and considered. Mr. Vogel pro- 
tested and said that the Council was estab- 
lishing a dangerous precedent, and gave 
notice that he would ask an opinion from the 
City Counselor on the question. He did so 
aud Mr. Bell this morning forwarded an 
opinion which reads as fellows: 


THE OPINION. 

have considered your question as to the 
effect produced by the Council ordering a bill 
to be filed, and have to say that under the 
rules of parliamentary law and practice as I 
understand them, the vote of the Council or- 
dering a bill to be filed unless reconsidered in 
due time, indefinitely postpones the bill and 
it cannot be acted upon again during the same 
session. If in the consideration of a measure 
the members of the Council desire to reserve 
in their power the right totake up a bill when- 
ever it shall suit them, the proper motion is 
to lay the bili on the table. The motion to 
file a bill is equivalent toa motion to post- 
pone indefinitely, and disposes of the matter 
during the pending session.’’

River Commerce. 


Harbor Commissioner Murphy is preparing 
for the information of the Mayor a statement 
of the value of the transfer business between 
this city and East St. Louis during the fiscal 


year of 1889-90. This willbe an interesting 
exhibit when completed. ‘‘Many persons, 
even some of those conversant with 
river commerce, think we are trying to 
bave the harbor improved simply for the pur- 
pose of helping the regular steamboats that 
come into and depart from the harbor,’’ 
said Commissioner Murphy to-day. This 
is a mistake. We of course are doing 
all we can for the security and convenience of 
the passenger and freight boats, but the other 
water craft that ply in the harbor and between 
the Missour! and Illinois shores are equally 
interested lu asafe and free harbor. Besides 
the regular steamboats there are twenty-one 
tow boats, eleven large tugs, nine ferry boats, 
five transfer boats and eighty-seven barges 
belonging to the Mississippi Valley 
Line. The tugs of course are engaged 
daily in towing valuable cargoes 
of merchandise and lumber in the Central 
harbor just where the worst obstructions 
exist. The ferry boats, although located at 
regular landings, are sometimes compelled to 
travel in harbora mile out of their regular 
route to avoid the danger of sand-bars and 
hidden snags. The tow-boats come with 
sheavy, unwellidy barges and rafts that cannot 
be managed as you would guidea light, empty 
craft and find great difficulty in navigating 
safely through the sand-bars and shoals that 
have been growing and extending rapidly of 
late. Much ofthe revenue ofthe harbor fund 
is derived from these local crafts, and | am 
surprised that they have not complained 
seriously about the condition of the harbor. 
Take the Wiggins. Ferry Co. for instance. It 
pays to the Harbor Department annually, in 
rentals and tonnage, nearly, if not quite, $20,- 
000. They are the largest patrons we have, 
and they .pay liberally for every privilege 
they ask for. The lessees of the Harbor De- 
partment are those who give life and vigor 
to the commerce of the city, and we must and 
will dave a good safe barbor for them within 
the next year. When I have vompleted the 
statistics I am compiling, I will submit them 
to the Mayor, and acopy will be sent to each 
member of the Committee on Rivers and 
Harbors of the House, and of the Senate Com- 
mittee on Commerce. 


Public Improvements. 


The Board of Public Improvements met this 
morning and received a communication from 
Charles Sutter of the Municipal Electric Light- 
ing Co., stating that he was ready to give the 


test of the merits of the Wood high tension 
and Jenny low tension lighting systems at 
any time, and that be had been waiting for the 
board tojfix the time. The matter wae referred 
to the Public Lighting Com mittee 
of the board, which will meet to-morrow. 
The test will very probably be made to- 
morrow evening on Delmar avenue, near 
Taylor.

Municipal politics were all disturbed this 
morning. The publication in yesterday's 
Post-DISsPaATCH of the action of Mayor 
Noonan’s enemies in attempting to remove 
him from office caused the fiutter, and it was 
interesting to see how the politicians put in 
their time conferring with one another.

NO RECONCILIATION, 
Rohan is as much the enemy of Mayor Noonan

Silver 
and gilt candelabra supported by winged 
griffins are the end pleces and tbere isa bor- 
der all the way around of silver filigree mil 
ing at ite own refiection. Standing by the 
candelabrum at one end ofthe table is a sliver 
and gilt wine cooler with panels of cupids and 
graces.

OLD BYZANTINE DESIGNS. 
Perbaps the most famous single specimen of 
old Byzant glass is the Luck of Eaenball,’’ 
which is not a goblet tall’’ and was never 
broken, but is a cup of richly enamelled glass 
still preserved by the Musgrave family of En- 
land, in ite stamped leather case, where it 
as been kept since the fourteenth century. 

New York has many fine cabinet collections 
ot old glass. Especially prized by amateurs 
are the seventeenth century vessels of the 
Low Countries. There is much old Dutch 
and Flemish glass preserved by the Knicker- 
bocker families. Nothing can be more de- 
lightful than an afternoon spent ina cer- 
tain stately old mansion not far from 
Washington square, when a heavy mahogany 
Cabinet, which shows the bighest work of the 
carver’s art is unlocked, and asiender, state- 
ly lady with soft white curis and blue eyes 
and withered cheeks and a figure like a giri’s 
lifts one after another with reverential care 
the beakers and flasks and bowls, honey yel- 
low and pale olive green and aquamarine 
blue, some gilt and some crackled like ice 
frozen in the wind.

TRAINS ARE THE FASHION 


THE LATEST CHANGES IN STYLES BY PARIS 
DRESSMAKERS. 


What Is Going On In the French Metrop- 
olis—The Change of the Fashionable 
Season—New Spring Dresses and Cloaks 
—Gambling in the American Colony— 
Spring Is When Paris Is at Its Best. 


Special Correspondence of the Posr-DisrATOR. 
Paris, March 3. 

HE sudden spell of 
cold weather which 
has descended upon 
us has rather discon- 
certed the arrange- 
ments of the fashion- 
designers. The winter 
apparently went off to 
stay at Nice, and, in 
accordance with the 
dictates of society, re- 
turned to Paris as 
soon as Lent began. 
Ladies are shivering 
in their furs instead of 
selecting gauzes and 
foulards for their sum- 
mer wear, and the 
dressmakers sit in 
desolation. For there 
are no more balle and 
solrees now that 
Lent has begun, and spring walk- 
ing costumes are not yet to be 
thought of. However, there is plenty of time 
as yet to consider such matters, as Easter 
Sunday, the recognized first day forthe don- 
ning of spring apparel, does not put in an ap- 
pearance till the 6th of April. And from that 
date till the Ist of July Paris is at its loveliest, 
and also at its gayest. It used to be that 
Parisian society was especially brilliant dur- 
ing the winter. But the gay set go off 
to Nice and Cannes in December, and 
the real Paris season is now sand- 
wiched in between that of the Riviera 
and the summer and autumnal months, which 
are devoted to the watering places or to the 
country seats of the leaders of fashion. In 
fact the entertaining period in Paris is begin- 
ning to coincide more and more in date with 
the season in London. All the largest and 
most brilliant of the private balls take place 
after Lent. This change isa wise one in view 
of the delightful weather with which Paris is 
usually favoredinthe late spring and early 


summer. 

The winter has been remarkably dull so far. 
The influenza stamped out private gaiety, as 
it rulned the prospects of the theaters, de- 
stroyed trade, and generally injured the 
affairs of everybody except indeed of the 
apothecaries. Even the doctors were not able 
to profit by the situation, for they 

: ALL FELL ILL, 

and a number of them heroically insisting 
upon continuing toattendto their patients 
while they were themselves invalids fell vic- 
4ims to their devotion.

WARD M’ALLISTER. 


One Who Works for Others—A Sketch of 
His Life. 


From the Epoch. . 

In Huntington’s picture of ‘‘The Court of 
Lady Washington, there is a portrait of Mr. 
McAllister’s maternal grandmother, Mrs. 
B. C. Cutler, arrayed in all the glory of pow- 
dered hair, in which the belles of those days 
were wons to appear. This lady livedtoa 
venerable old age, and would sometimes re- 
gale her grandchildren with tales of the olden 
times. She was quite proud of the fact that 
Gen. Washington ‘‘walked quite across the 


room to speak to me ata ball, my dears,’’ 
and the grandchildren, much impressed, duly 
remembered this important event. 
Mrs, Cutler was a daughter of Hester Mari- 
on, the sister of Gen. Francis Marion, ‘‘the 
Swamp-Fox’’ of the Revolution, who did im 
ortant service in the South during the war. 
er husband, Benjamin Clarke Cutler, Mr. 
Mecalister’s grandfather, was high Sheriff of 
the County of Norfolk, in Massachusetts; he 
died many years before his wife, who re- 
moved to New York after his death. The 
Cutlers were originally of Dutch origin, and 
their familly tree runs back for over 200 years. 
Among their descendants are many 
prominent people in Boston and 
elsewhere, and through them, Mr. 
McAllister is able toclaim kinship with ex- 
Mayor Prince of Boston, the Appleton tamily 
of the same city, Mrs. Charles Bonaparte, nee 
Day, who married a member of the Patterson- 
Bonaparte family; the Parkers and Dunns, to 
say nothing of his ancestors, Bishop Parker 
of Massachusetts and President Timothy Cut- 
ler of Yale University. His uncle, the Rev. 
Benjamin C. Cutler, was a well-known clergy- 
man of the Episcopal Church in Brooklyn. 
One of his aunts married Dr. John W. Francis, 
author of Old New York’’ and à prominent 
hysician in New York, while another marriéd 
amuel Ward of the banking house of 
Prime, Ward & King. Mr. MeAllister is, 
therefore, cousin-german to the late Samuel 
Ward, and to Mrs. Julia Ward Howe, as well 
as to Mrs. Lutber Terry of Rome, the mother 
of- Marion Crawford, the novelist; of Lady 
Frazer, wife of Sir Hugh Frazer, British Min- 
ister to Japan, and of the Baroness Von Rabe, 
widow of a Prussian officer. He is also con- 
nected by marriage with the Astors, Chan- 
lersand other well-known New York fami- 
lies. 
Mr. McAllister belongs, on his father’s side, 
toa Southern family distinguished for their 
legal ability. His grandfather, Matthew Mc- 
Allister, was United States District Attorney 
for Georgia during Washington’s administra- 
tion. His father, Matthew Hall McAllister, 
was the firstappointed United States Circuit 
Judge of California,the predecessor of Justice 
Field, while his brother, the late Hall Mc- 
Allister, etood at the head of the bar on the 
Pacific coast—the McAllister family being 
among the F. F. V. s“ of San Francisco. 
Mrs. M. H. McAllister, mother of the sub- 
ject of this sketch, was a very beautiful 
woman, full of energy, vivacity and social 
talent. She showed plain traces of her French 
descent, the Marions being French Huguenots, 
who were driven to this country in the last 
century by religious persecution. She was 
thought to bear a striking likeness to the por- 
traits of Charlotte Corday, to whose family 
she was related. Her son Ward strongly re- 
sembles hia mother, and, like her, shows evi 
dence of baving Gallie blood in his veins. 
Indeed, the social talent, which he inherited 
from her, and which distinguishes many 
other members of his family also, is no doubt 
attributable to his French descent. 
Ward McAllister was born in Savannah,Ga., 
and was named Samuel Ward, after his undle 
by marriage. He displayed at an early age 
energy andexecutivé ability, and whatever 
he undertook he spared no pains to accom. 
lish. 
4 In those days it was the custom at the South 
to go to market at an early hour in the morn- 
ing, thusavoiding the heat of the day, and 
securing the best venison, wild turkey, poul- 
try and other dainties which were to be had. 
Young Ward soon demonstrated his superior- 
ity over his brothers in the knowledge of 
what was best to eat, and was still in his 
teens when he made the discovery that 
pullets are more tender than roosters 
and steadfastly refused to buy any of 
the latter fowls. He was willing to rise at a 
very early hour,in order to obtain for his 

arentsgthe very best that the market at- 
orded. Thus we see that he evinced at an 
early age the talent for gastronomy, and the 
talent of taking great pains—of doing things 
well—which have since made him so success- 
fulin his chosen career, To these must be 
added the social talent which belongs only to 
those who are of a social disposition—a free 
gift from Dame Nature, which is invaluable to 
Its possessors, and which can never ve pur- 
chased or acquired. 

A celebrated belle once said that she held in 
her hand the four trump cards of the social 
game—youth, wealth, rank and beauty. As 
Americans, we should substitute position for 
rank—but with this change, Mr. McAllister 
may also be said to have held those same 
trumps. He was a remarkably handsome 
man in his youth, and is still a handsome man, 
of fine presence. 

He was educated at Yale University, and in 
1852 went to California, where he spent some 
time, returning, however, to the East, where 
he married afew years later Miss Sarah Gib- 
bons, alady of wealth and social position, 
and settled at Newport, R. I. 

Here he instituted the famous picnics which 
have been for twenty-five years one of the 
recognized features of Newport summer life. 
When the summer society of this gay water- 
ing place was much smaller than it is now, 
these occasions were among the most note- 
worthy ot the season, and they still enjoy a 
great prestige, despite the colossal balls and 
monumental dinners which now dwarf all or- 
dinary entertainments at Newport. 

Why were and are these picnics so pular? 
Because Mr. McAllister devoted such infinite 
— to their inception and carrying out, and 

cause be succeeded in evolving, from the 
crude and chaotic primeval picnic, to which 
every one brought what he pleased, a refined 
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is —" doing something for their amuse- 
ment. 

In other words, he enjoys working for other 
poopie. and it he has become a gocial leader 

© has earned the position, by his countless 
services to society. 

Like other energetic men he has a wonder- 
ful facuity for arousing the zeal and energy 
of those about him, so that they, too, are in- 
epired to do something toward the promotion 
of social enterprise, and to shake off that 
ennui which isthe bane of so many fashion- 
able people. His name has been punned upon 
as ‘‘make-all-the-stir,’’ and again, in iu- 
sign to his wide acquaintance with ‘‘who-is- 
who, as ‘‘make-a-list-er.’’ A prominent 
New Yorker once said jokingly to him: Mo- 
Allister, New York is too big a place for any 
one man to take the lead, but the Patri- 
archs’ Balls and lastiy the New Year’s Ball 
showed that that gentleman was wrong. 

He perhaps did not understand what sort of 
a leader his friend aimed at being. Mr. Ward 
McAllister is much too wise a man to attempt 
to be a social despot or dictator. He hasrisen 
to his position, like a popular ruler, by the 
suffrages of those whom he served, and there 
fore ruled. Like a good monarch, heis the 
servant of his people. 

This fact should be borne in mind by those 
who criticise his conduct and accuse him of 
exclusiveness. Mr. McAllister in making out 
his lists for balls and parties acts as the 
voluntary agent of the society which he 
represents, and he would be betraying his 


trust should he fail to carry out its views and | 


sentiments. In other words, he is bound to 
obey the wishes of his constituency, like any 
other chosen representative. 

In spite of the abuse which was at first 
heaped upon him for his famous definition of 
the Four Hundred, people have come to see 
that he was right, from his point of view, and 
to respect him for having the courage of his 
opinions. In that original declaration, mare- 
over, there was a secondary statement which 
has been quite lost sight of in the dust raised 
over the leading clause. This second state- 
ment wastothe effect that the central Four 
Hundred were surrounded by an adjacent 
margin of about à thousand persons who 
could be relied upon for large balls and occa- 
sions of the sort. 

In other words he defined the limits of the 
regular army of society as Four Hundred, 
with a reserve force, a sort of militia, of a 
thousand persons, who could be called in, in 
case of need. 

If he did not mention those on the retired 
list—namely, the families who no longer take 
part inthe daily doings of society, although 
entitled by birth and position to do so, it was 
because he was speaking only of the active 
combatauts, not of these who had retired from 
the social fray. 

Mr. McAllister, though a gentleman of 
wealth and leisure, is not possessed of an 
enormous fortune like the Astors, Vander- 
bilts and others. His manners are quiet and 
unassuming, and at the same time very 
courteous and distinguished by that ease 
which comes from long familiarity with so- 
ciety. His horses and equipages, although 
sufficiently handsome, are not noticéably 
dashing or conspicuous in any way. He may 
often be seen at Newport, seated in an open 
landau drawn by a pair of horses, driving 
quietly out to his farm, which is situated some 
four miles from his summer residence in the 


city proper.

NOLAND’S ACCOMPLICKS. 

The arrest of NOLAND puts one official 
delinquent in the hands of the law to be 
punished for a high crime. Nobody dares 
to ask that anything less than the fuil 
penalty of the law shall be meted out to 
him according to the degree of his guilt. 

But it must be set down to his credit 
that he yoluntarily paused in his criminal 
career, and that he voluntarily made 
known the amount of his embezzlement 
to a Governor and Auditor who had been 
criminally negligent of their duties, and 
who, but for the warning he gave them, 
might have continued to disregard their 
sworn duty until he had completely 
„gutted“ the Treasury. 

On the 18th day of April, 1889, Gov. 
Francis carefully considered and ap- 
proved a statute with an emergency 
clause putting it in force from the 
moment he approved it, and which made 
it his duty to carefully compare montily 
reports from the Auditor, the Treasurer 
and the various depositories of State 
money, showing the amounts received, 
the amounts paid out, the warrants is- 
sued by the Auditor, etc. Heavy penal- 
ties were imposed on the depositories, the 
Treasurer and the Auditor for failing to 
transmit these reports in writing, verified 
by oath to the Governor, and the law 
commanded him to compare them and 
ascertain without delay whether the 
Treasurer had deposited the money com- 
ing into his keeping at the proper dates, 
and whether he had drawn or paid out 
only such sums as were equivalent to 
warrants signed by the Auditor. The law 
further made it the duty of the Governor 
to suspend either the Auditor or Treas- 
urer and take possession of his office on 
his failing to make these reports on or 
before the 5th day of every month. 

et from April to March the Governor 
ignored this new law bearing his own 
signature, and the Auditor and Treasurer 
and depositories all disobeyed it with his 
consent, while rumors were current that 
NOLAND was carrying as Treasurer a 
shortage of $9,000 in his accounts as first 
clerk under SEIBERT. 

Is it fair under these circumstances to 
make NOLAND the scapegoat of two other 
delinquent officials and to punish him 
alone for the delinquencies of all three? 
Should a just public opinion give the 
Governor the whole credit of timely dis- 
covery and prompt action in the matter 
of this defalcation, when he would 
have discovered a deficit ten months 
earlier if he had only done his sworn 
duty’ The fact is that month after 
month he had wilfully failed to perform 
an official duty which no faithful Gov- 
ernor and good business man would have 
neglected. When NoLanp got tired of 
trying to get even at poker he had to 
send his attorney to hunt up the Gov- 
ernor in New York and to tell him there 
about a deficit which the Governor would 
have discovered last May if he had not 
wilfully made a dead letter of a law he 
had just sigued.

He insisted that 
the Government should consider the benefit 
to the country from the construction of these 
roads and give no thought to what they cost 
or the amount of watered stock in their cap!- 
talization. For like reasons, no doubt, Mr. 
Adams would consider it wrong for the Gov- 
erninent to make any inquiry in regard to the 
$75,000 a month bribe which the Pacific Rail- 
road is now paying the Pacific Mail Steamship 
Co. on condition thatthe latter will charge 
high, non-competitive rates so as to enable 
the former to exact all the traffic will bear. 
Shippers are thus charged not only for the 
cost of the service and a high profit, but for 
something in addition in order that all com- 
petition between carriers shall be suppressed. 
Shippers over the Pacific roads not only pay 
high rates, but are forced to contribute $900, - 
000 a year to make sure that charges shall not 
be reduced by the Pacific Mall Steamship Co. 


Too High Duties on Weol. 
From the Minneapolis Journal (Rep.) 

The very high duties op wool have had the 
effect neither of increasing the number of 
sheep nor of keeping up the price to the 
wool grower; yet the latter wants more pro- 
tection and even prohibitory import duties on 
wool. In 1870 there were 738 sheep to 1,000 
inhabitants in this country. In 1880 there 
were only 700 (and mostly in Texas and the 
Far Southwest), and the census of 1890 vill 
probably show a still further diminution in 
the number. Under almost prohibitory 
duties from 1880 to 1883, the price of woo! de- 
clined from 48 cents to 40 cents. If these re- 
sults are found under the extreme use of the 
principle of protection, the experiment cer- 
tainly demonstrates that it is useless toom - 
ply with the demand of the wool men for 
higher duties (on all the wearers of woolen 
goods ia the United States.)

A GENERAL RECOUNT. 


SUSPICION THAT THE WHOLESCHOOL FELEC- 
TION WAS TINCTURED WITH FRAUD. 
* 


If the Proceedings in the Court ef Appeals 
Fall of Their Purpose Contests Will Prob 
ably Be Begun Against Messrs. Auler, 
Macklin and Rogers and a Demand 
Made That All the Ballet Boxes Be 
Opened—Macklin Wantsto Run Against 
O’Cennell. 


If the Court ot Appeals should on Monday 
adjudge the tax receipts held by “Messrs. 
Macklin, Rogers, Barthold and Bollman to be 
such as to qualify them under the law to hold 
the position of School Director, there will, 18 
is sald, be contests brought against Mesars. 
Macklin, Rogers and Auler, and a demand 
made that the ballot-boxes of all thé precincts 
in the city be opened and the votes recounted. 
Since the opening of she boxes in 
the Tenth District and the showing 
of fraud in favor of District Director 
Kelly, and probably also to help Director 
Macklin, there has been avery general ex- 
pression of suspicion as to whether the can- 
didates at large on the People’s ticket were 
elected. There was talk of this kind, it will 
be remembered, immediately after the elec- 
tion. It was caused by the large vote polled 
by the People’s ticket lu localities where only 
a small vote was expected. The showing in 
the Standing- Kelly contest has led to the be- 
lief that there was probably an alliance 
between the men who ran on 
the People's ticket and men who were 
supposed to be friends of the Non- 
Partisan Citizens’ nominees. The 105 ballots 
fonnd in the poll at Precinct No. 126 on which 
the name of Mr. Kelly was left on for District 
Director and Mr. Macklin for one of the Di- 
rectors atlarge, are good grounds for this 
belief, especially as these ballots show clearly 
that the scratching was done by the same 
person. While President Miller's supporters 
therefore may be convinced that Director 
Kelly was not elected they will more than 
ever be prepared to believe that the candi- 
dates at large on the People’s ticket 
got in by fraud and should the 


proceedings in the Appellate Court fail of 

their purpose, it Is not unlikely that a general 

investigation ofthe last election will be de- 

manded. The Aulerites after opening the 

ballot-boxes in the Standing-Kelly contest 
could not of course consistently refuse such a 

request. 

PREPARED FOR THE WORST. 

Messrs. Macklin, Bartholdt, Rogers and 
Bollman, while asserting that there is not the 
slightest doubt about the court passing favor- 
ably upon their tax receipts, are it can readily

THE CONTEST COMMITTEE'S MEETING. 

The special committee of the School Board 
resumed the recount last evening in the case 
ot Dr. Standing vs. P. J. Kelly, the 
Judge of the Court of Appeals hav- 
ing declined yesterday to grant a writ 
of prohibition asked by C. B. Stark as 
attorney for Kelly to prevent the board from 
proceeding with the contest. This writ was 
asked on the same grounds as were set up be- 
fore Judge Valliant a few days ago, that 
under the State Constitution courts of law 
must determine such contests. 

At the meeting of the special committee last 
evening the examination of the ballot-box 
marked District 10, Precinct 126, was resumed 
and proved quite a revelation. Agdiscrepancy 
of fifteen votes in Dr. Standing’s favor was 
discovered when the box was Investigated 
Monday evening, and Hugo Muénch, bis at- 
torney, had the examination of the same box 
resumed last night to learn whether aay 
frauds had been committed by the judges 
and clerks of the 126th precinot. John. H. 
Yette of No. 88044Dickson street, who was al- 
leged to have cast a ballot at the election, was 
present and testified he did not vote on No- 
vember5 and did not go near the polls. Mr. 
Muench claimed he had other witnesses who 
were credited with voting who would testify 
that they were not near the polls. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Muench the ballots 
inthe box were separated, and those sup- 
posed to have been marked by one man were 
placed in one pile, while those which appeared 
different on their face were placed in another, 
It was fownd that there were 126 ballots with 
precisely the same candidates at large 
scratched and the pencil marks were strik- 
ingly similar. Mr. Stark’s objection to the 
separation and examination was overruled. 
It was found that on only one ballot did the 
initiais of the precinct judge appear as re- 
quired by the Australian system. This was 
the first vote of the day, which bore Mr.Quin- 
livan’s initials, George L. Vogel of No. 2955 
Thomas street was credited with casting three 
votes, and all of them appeared to have been 
marked by the same hand. A numder of 
— * were credited with casting two votes 
each. 

FRAUD PATENT. 

The fraud discovered was so patent that the 
committee was unanimously of the opinion 
that the entire precinct should be thrown out, 
but at the suggestion of Mr. Rogers it was de- 
cided that both contestant and contestee 
should be allowed totake depositions in the 
ward, giving each other three days’ notice of 
the taking of sueh deposilions.

A South Carelina Judge’s Strong Charge te 
a Grand-Jury.

AvGusTa, Ga., March 21.—The Court of Gen- 
eral Sessions of Barnwell County, South Caro- 
lina, convened yesterday with Judge J. H. 
Hughes on the bench. His Honor's charge to 
the Grand-jury was full and forcible with re- 
gard tothe recent lynching of eight negro 
prisoners, He said: 

It is with great regret and pain that I must 
speak to you of the enormous outrageous vio- 
lation of law committed in this county since 


the last term of this court. Eight men, 
safely confined in jail to stand their 
triais, were taken from the protection 
of the law by a body of lawless men 
and shot to death. Such a cold-bipoded 
butchery is wi yon recedent in the history 
of this countr the perpetrators of so foul 
a murder can be 1 — let ie de done 
and the law be vindicated. No people can 
flourish who have organized mob law. The 
harm done by such acts is incaiculably severe. 
When men 10 to jail, take prisoners away and 
put them death, they inflict a frightfui 
blow on 2 State and community. Such 
lawlessness should be deprecated, should be 
checked, and I hope there is sufficient pa- 
triotism and love of law and order to check 
such crimes.’’

This morning the Prosecuting Attorney 
abandoned the idea of binding the women to 
keep the peace, andthe crusade against the 
saloons is likely to occur at any time. Public 
sympathy is with the women, and no laws can 
be enforced against them here now. Mrs. 
Forster and Mrs. Williams, sisters, are both 
natives of Washington conn. but have re- 
sided here for many years. hey are in affiu- 
ent ciroumstances and are considered socially 
among the best women in this city. They are 
both members of the Presbyterian Church and 
are prominent in church work. 
Mrs. Ed Jerrolds has lived here 
for twenty years and is a highly respectable 
lady, the wife ofa workingman. She has had 
oocasion to visit the saloons more than once 
and has always left her mark. Mrs. William 
Odgers, another of the leaders, isa lady who 
has long resided in the county. Only ten days 
ago she visited John Wilkson’s dive at Bonne 
Terre and smashed his windows.

THE UNPAID LABORERS 


LEE MERRIWETHER AND MRS. IL. A. WIG- 
GIN DISCUSS THE SUBJECT. 


Revelations Made in the Meeting of the As- 
sociated Charitable Workers—Factory 
Girls in St. Louis and New York—A Ques- 
tion of Morals—An Annual Keport and 
Future Prospects. 


HE Associated Charita- 
ble Workers had a mest- 
ing yesterday afternoon 
at4o’clock in the office 
at 1006 Chestnut street. 
After Mrs. E. P. Jobn- 
son’s report and the dis- 
cussion it elicited had 
been disposed of a num- 
ber of papers were read. 
Mrs. Lucy A. Wiggin 
prefaced her paper upon the condition of 
workingwowen in other cities by a brief re- 
ference to herown work among the factory 
giris of this city and commented upon the fact 
that none of the established charities, with this 
single exception, comprebended in their scope 
the factory girls. Sbe was followed by Lee 
Merriwether, State Labor Commissioner, who 
read a paper on the same subject. He thought 
thaton the whole the New York working 
woman was not as weil off as her sister in 
Philadelphia or St. Louis. Speaking of morals, 
he ald: The cost of living is out of propor- 
tion to the wages earned, and this fact has 
often been the occazion of unfavorable com- 
ment upon working women’s morals. It is 
known thatthe average wages earned do not 
exceed & per week, while the cost of living, 
especially of saleswomen, who are obliged to 
dress well, is known to exceed that amount. 
THE INFERENCE THEN MADE 

is that the workingwoman ekes out her 
scanty wages at the expense of her virtue. 
The first investigation led me to think there 
was something In the charge made against the 
morals of workingwomen, but a deeper study 
of the question has caused me to arrive ata 
Gifferent conclusion. An investigation of 
the condition of workingwomen in 
twenty-two cities shows that out of 
17,427 only 709 live in boarding- houses; 


14,918 live at home, and this is 
a convincing reply to the charges of im- 
morality based upon the excess of the cost of 
living over the amount of wages earned. 
Where 8 per cent live at home this fact can- 
not be taken as evidence of immorality. As 
far as statistics can show it is clear that the 
great majority of workingwomen are not 
wholly dependent upon their wages, as- 
sistance being received from either parents or 
other members of the family. Of all classes 
of laborers workingwomen receive tle smali- 
est share of the wealth they produce.“ 

Mr. Merriwether told ofan organization in 
New York City called the Workingwomen’s 
Protective Union, which employes an attorney 
who is present at its weekly meetings ready to 
give legal advice and to prosecute cases where 
wages are unjustiy withheld. During the last 
ten years, he said, 10,000 cases of this kind 
had been prosecute and upward of $35,000 
had Deen recovered and given to the work- 
ingwomen. It is not generally known that the 
Associated Charitable Workers,in lieu of such 
a union in this city, stands ready to prosecute 
such cases in behalf of poor workingwomen 
who cannot assume the cost of a sult. 

MR. MERRIWETHER SAYS 
that hard-working women are being sys- 
tematically robbed daily by rascally agents 
and the unscrupulous corporations which 
they represent. A poor German woman com- 
piains to him that she has been 
swindled out of $23 by a sewing-machine 
agent. She bought a machine of him, with 
the understanding that she was to pay $3 per 
week and signed, as she supposed, an agree- 
ment tothateffect. When she had paid $23 
the agent appeared and demanded 8. When 
she reémonstrated be showed her that 
the agreement called for that sum 
per week. She didn’t have so much, and the 
agent declared his intention of removing the 
machine. She threw herseif upon it, declar- 
ing if he took it he must take hér too. He 
called in a man from the street whom he rep- 
resented as a detective, and thus succeeded in 
bullying her out of herproperty. The woman 
went to the sewing macnine company, stated 
the facts and demanded its return. The man- 
ager did not deny the facts, but sim- 

y asked, ‘‘What are you going to 

0 about it? We have a salaried 
attorney whose sole business it is to protect 
our interests. Lou can't afford to employ a 
lawyer and fight from court to court. What 
are you going to do about it?’’ 

There is a hotel on Fourth street which em- 
ploys girls at $3 per week, and makes them 
work the biggest part of twenty-four hours a 
Gay. Agiritires of this sort of thing after a 
vouple of weeks and decides to quit. She re- 
celyes no pay for what she has done. 

The Associated Charitable Workers will in- 
vestigate these cases. 

THE FIRST ANNUAL REPORT 

of the Associated Charities has just been 
issued. The financial report shows that the 
total amount of subscriptions for 1889 was 
$1,068.83.

New Tonk, March 21.—The war against the 
Ohinese laundries of New York and the vicin- * 
ity by the many large laundries which form a 
part of tiie National Association is well under 
way.
